Britain, France 


PARIS, July 14 (Reuters) — 
Ernest Bevin, British foreign sec- 
retary, in a Bastille Day broadcast 
from Paris tonigt said Britain and 
France were resolved that nothing 


should separate them. Much had 
| divided the two countries in the 
past but ther’ always had been an 
identity of policy aimed at re- 
sistance to tyranny and mainten- 
jance of freedom, 

Bevin said: ‘ 
“| WELCOME this opportunity 
|to speak to the French people on 
this, their national day — a day 
which has historic significance, not 
only for France but also for the 
world. The fall of the Bastilie and 
|the French revolution inaugurated 
a great period of freedom. ... 

“Much divided our two coun- 
tries in the days that have gone, 
yet, all the time, particularly 
among the common people, there 
was a great desire to achieve the 
same objective. This desire took 
different forms. 

“Our development had been on 
different lines, and today those 
two lines, which, in spite of appar- 
ent differences, were really lead- 
ing in the same direction, have 
now met. Our two countries have 
contributed much to civilization. 

“IN EVERY TASK we have in- 
stinctively moulded and shaped 
out policies so that they would 
result in resistance to tyranny and 
enable us to reach the day when

Tracer Method 
Applied To Wheat 


Experiments using radioactive 
substances to trace the course of 
| materials through plants and ani- 
mal bodies recently were conducted 


|for the first time in North Amer- | 


jica at the University of Saskatche- 
| wan by Dr. J. W. T. Spinks, profes- 
sor of physical chemistry. 

One important use of the “tracer” 
technique embraced the study of 
phosphorus intake from fertilizer 
by wheat—Saskatchewan'’s major 
crop. Radioactive phosphorus was 
obtained from the Chalk River 
energy plant and the Geiger coun- 
ter in the university’s chemistry 


j}ing results. 

| The tests revealed that in 
| early stages of growth, wheat ob- 
tained nearly all 
from fertilizer and practically none 
from the soil. After approximately 
five weeks the plants drew about 


both sources. As the wheat ap- 
proached the ripening stage, it ex- 
| tracted more phosphorus from the 
}soil than from the fertilizer. 
Judging from initial experiments 
|Dr. Spinks predicts the “tracer” 
| technique will prove of great value 
}to agriculturists in determining 
| best methods of applying fertilizer 
and choosing the type of fertilizer 
best suited to different kinds of 
soil. 

During the war, Dr. Spinks work- 
ed on atomic energy research in 
the Montreal laboratory of the 
national research council.
